Charles raised 
his standard at Nottingham on August 22nd; Worcester was tought on Sept. 23.

His day Seven-nightinthe morning, my Lord of Northampton, with the Earles of Darby, 
Berk {hire, and the Lord Dunſmore, and alicheir Forces came to Banbury, and there they 
had ſmall oppolition, the Ordnance was delivered ; and-trom thence with all ſpeed they 
went to Warwick, to my Lord Brooks his Caſtle: the Towne, unexpefted)y co them of 
the Caſtle, let in my Lord Compton with all his Forces ; then they were confiteqr rhe Ca. 
{tle would be delivered preſently. But there they found a man of courage,that betce man 
Sir Edward Peto, who upon the hrit mellage, ſent che Lords au abſulucc anfiver, hee would not deliyerup- 
thecaſtle : they gave him two houres time,& ſent againe, Sir Edward lentan angric an{wer,that they might | 
have taken his word at the firſt. The Lords planted their Ordnance againſt che caltie, and dilcharged one, 
and Sir Edward in requitall diſcharged rwo, and bid chem (as they like that) {hoot againe : then Sir Eward 
made Proclamation, that all his friends ſhould depart the rowne, and for the reſt, bi.i them looke to them. - 
lelyes : he hung out of the caſtle a bloudy flag, and a flag of dehiiace,with acrofle upon it, in defiance of the * 
Papiſts, and now ſhoots night and day with double Muskets, thar kill zo {core : hee {hotthorow the houſe 
where the Lord Compton lay, which made him remove his lod:ing. The Lord Compton being planting Ord- 
nance upon the tower of the Church, Sir Edward diſcharged an Ordnanze from the caſtle, which rooke of a 
pinacle ofthe tower, and made the Cavaliers ſtir : nevertheleſle he diſcharged the Ordnance, being one they 
took from Banbury, which broke all in peeces, and (ſome ſay) hurtthe Lord Comptons lon. Wheruepon they 
ſuſpect all the Ordnance that came from Banbury to be poyloned. A fellow of my Lord of Norths 
g0ing over the ſtreer, witha ſhoulder of Mutron in his hand, held it up, and laid, Look here, you Round-heads, 
$0u would be glad of a bit of this. And preſently fell downe dead, being ſhot from the Caſtle, There are not 
many yer ſlaine, the Caſtle ſtands untouchr, and Sir Eaward now hung our his winding ſheet and Bible, The 
Earle of Northampton is gone out of Warwick (ic is ſuppoſed) to meetthe King, whom they ſay will be at 
Warwick this night. The Trained Bands are ſummoned (upon paine of death) to appeareat Warwick, to 
guard the Kings Perſon: there are many gone ; ſome lay Sir Edward Peto promiſeth to deliver the Caſtle nn- 
tothe King upon his comming ; but | beleeveit muſt be upon 'verie good termes. I hearethere came hiftie 
Troopers laſt week to Coventry, and there deſired to come in ; they took them, and diſarmed chem, and 
ſtaid their Horſe, Our Papiſlts begin ro ſtir, they diſarme private men, and take tneir Armes out of their * 
houſes , they have taken Sir Edward Petoes horſes out of the ſtable; eight for the ſaddle : they kill all my Lord / 
Brooks Decie, bur Sir Edward Peto is a brave reſolute Gentleman, and hath got a great deale of honour. We |

der, but cannot tell what they ſaid ro them in thehouſe, being far diſtant from them; Ar which time and place this Infor- 

mant upon hearing the Trumpet, came and found one Thomas Winks there ſhot dead in rhe breft : Andthis Intormant enquiring 
of one Obadiah Marriot who was preſent, and how it came to paſſe, he ſaid that hee heard the ſaid Winks lay, bce was for the King ' 
and Parliament, and thereupon he was ſhot, ; | 
Andrhe ſaid Marriot ſaying they had flainea faithfull Subject of the Kings, one of the ſaid Troopers ſtruck him threeor foure | 
times with a ſivord, and thereupon hee fled : And this Informant ſaith, that he was alfo thot at, and alſo Moſes Howlat, who ſaid 
only he was for the King, and Thomas Clark and Zephaniab Crick, and divers others were ſhot at and wounded thereby, and ths 
Whitewas there dangeroufly wounded by one of the Troopers with a pitch-fork which was taken from one of the neighbours, | 
2nd one Henry B ar foot was alſo killed; but this Informant was not preſent when he was {laine. |
